Hope you're doing well. 

Were they able to implement the temporary fencing for the kids? 

I went though the Department construction project list and the only funds available for Las Palmas is for the 
Senior Center. The funded scope of work are for HVAC (heating and air conditioning) and lighting, which 
are the two reported to be of highest priority. Another request is for the re-do of the shuffle board. 





The architects are working on the ADA compliant restroom plans for the seniors, which is not funded, and 
next will be the exterior side yard that we had talked about. We can prepare the concepts for these, but 
there are no funds for these at this time. 

Were there any more follow-up conversations with the developers across the street for funding other work 
associated with the child care? 

To answer your question, I'm checking with our maintenance folks with regards to the sand. I should have 
more info on this item later this week.

Good morning, Cathie! 

I hope you had a wonderful holiday. I just wanted to check in and see how the improvement requests for 
Canyon School are moving forward. Chris Antzoulatos mentioned that he was just getting things sorted 
on the insurance end of fencing for the yard expansion. Do you have any further updates for us on the 
landscape architect or a timeline of the work? 

I also wanted to see if you were able to make any headway on our various repairs. We had talked about 
seeing what money might be available through your department and then approaching the council office 
to help cover other costs. We will be leaving for winter break on Friday and it would be so wonderful if we 
could arrange for much of the work to be done while the kids are away. 

Additionally, I have a pricing question for you. We are compiling costs for replacement of damaged items 
and our director mentioned that the city has a yard of sand which could be used to replace ours. Is that a 
complicated process? Would you be able to give me an idea of cost? We are hoping and intending to 
remove all the current sand and refill the entire area with new sand. I can get you the dimensions but I 
would (probably inaccurately) estimate the area to be 20' x 35'. 

Please let me know what you need from us to keep moving things forward. Thanks again for your 
support!
